THE 
1IAUL.KV CROP. 


It is quite probable that should not 


the local muikec abut uu'c the usar 
gins of shippers that the exports of 
California barley will bo larger this 
year thau during any corresponding 
period in the past. 
There seems to 


have been a partial failure of the orop 
throughout the more easterly sections 
of the country, and the void will have 
to be filled out of our surplus, ns 
Europe can not be drawn on owing 
to a shrinkage there. A late number 
of the C/iicayo Daily Commercial Bul- 
letin gives the following report of 
the prospective yield throughout the 
West: 


The acreage of barley is generally 


reported smaller, as farmers appear 
to be less inclined to risk the uncer- 
tainty of the orop anj the unsatisfao 
tory prices prevailing in the leading 
markets. The quality is generally 
reported only fair—tho berry quite 
plump, but »)•) color rather bail, 
owitg to the damage by rainstorms. 
In Illinois the land devoted to the 
production of barley is estimated at 
about 100.0UO acres—less than for 
last year. In Wisconsin more atten- 
tion is given to the raising of this 
crop. The n.eroat>e is probably 150 - 
000 to 1 GO,000. Tuo quality is gen- 
erally reported poor, the crop being 
badly damaged by tho rainstorms 
and the excessive bent of the weather 
during the middle of July. Tha re- 
ports from Minnesota are somewhat 
unsatisfactory—very tovr counties re- 
porting a good crop—tha general 
tenor of ndvices showing that Iho 
crop has been materially damaged by 
the storms. The reports from Iowa 
are about of the same tenor as those 
from Minnesota—showing considera- 
ble damage to the crops in tha prin- 
cipal counties. In Nebraska the ad- 
vices are rather more favorable for a 
good orop—the majority of the coun- 
ties reporting a «ood yield and the 
quality fair. 
In Missouri only a 


moderate quantity of barley is raised 
M»d the quality this jear is not very 
good. In Kansas a fuir amount of 
barley is grown, and the quality this 
year is reported fuir. and tho crop un 
average one. In Dakota the crop of 
barley is light, bnt the quality good. 
In Colorado and "Utah tho growing of 
barley has contracted considerable 
attention, and tho quality heretofore 
has generally boon excellent. 
The 


reports this year indicate an average 
yield of good quality.

structure, like an arch from which a 
single stone is detached, falls to the 
ground. We do not seek to force 
our teachings on others ; why then 
do others force their opinions on us 1 
Why ilo they seek to punish us for 
our adherence to onr conscientious 
belief ? They r> proaeh us with be- 
ing illiberal and dangerous to the 
commonwealth, because 
we will 


not agree with them on a matter 
denrer to us than life. — San Francisco 
Chronicle, September 5th.
